ON WESTERN REPRESENTATIVES AT CSCE TO MOVE CONFERENCE 
AWAY FROM PRESENT STANDSTILL BY RECOGNIZING THAT PILLARS 
OF EUROPEAN SECURITY ARE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY, NON- 
INTERFERENCE IN DOMESTIC AFFAIRS, AND RESPECT FOR LAWS, 
TRADITIONS AND CUSTOMS OF OTHERS. 

2. HARD-HITTING EDITORIAL IS ENTITLED "INTENTIONS AND 
REALITIES", APPEARS AS REPLY TO WEST’S ATTEMPTS TO GAIN 
CONCESSIONS FROM WP MEMBERS ON BASKET 3 PROPOSALS. 

WEST ACCUSED OF USING "FREE FLOW OF MEN AND IDEAS" 

CONCEPT TO ATTACK SOCIALISM AND SOVIETS, AND NOT TO 
PROMOTE LEGITIMATE CULTURAL EXCHANGES BETWEEN EAST AND 
WEST. CLAIMS WUP HAS NO OBJECTION TO "FREER FLOW" CONCEPT, 
BUT THAT IT MUST BE BASED ON NEW EUROPEAN CHARTER WHICH 
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INVOLVED ARE NOT VIOLATED. IF WEST'S INTENTION IS TO 
PROMOTE EUROPEAN SECURITY, IT MUST BE REALISTIC ENOUGH TO 
ACCEPT WP INSISTENCE THAT, ALTHOUGH NEGOTIATING 
ORDER OF FOUR AGENDA ITEMS NOT IMPOTANT, ASSURANCES 
THAT SATISFACTORY DECLARATIO KOF PRINCIPLES WILL BE 
INCLUDED IN PREAMBLE IS NECESSARY PRECONDITION. 

3. ARTICLE STRESSES THAT, CONTRARY TO BEING DEFENSIVE 
ABOUT BASKET 3 PROPOSALS, WP COUNTRIES ARE PROUD OF THEIR 
CULTURE AND EDUCATIONAL SYSTEMS, AND LONG TIME AGO UNDER 
TAKEN CONTACT WITH WEST IN THESE AREAS. IDEA THAT PRESS 

IS FREE IN CAPITALIST WORLD IS FICTION, ARTICLE CLAIMS, 

ADDING THAT SOCIALIST COUNTRIES ALREADY ENGAGED IN FREER 
MOVEMENT OF FOREIGN MATERIALS THAN IS WEST. 

4. FOLLOWING PAGE OF "NEPSZABADSAG" HAD ARTICLE ON 
"CAMPAIGN AGAINST FREEDOM OF INFORMATION IN US". IN 

STORY ALMOST DEVOID OF FACTUAL INFORMATION ABC TV ACCUSED OF 
SUPPRESSING TV SHOW BECAUSE OF PARTICIPATION ANTI-WAR 
LEADERS. FRANK STANTON, FORMER CHAIRMAN CBS, QUOTED 
AS SAYING CAMPAIGN AGAINST PRESS NOW GOING ON IN STATES 
AND PRESS FREEDOM THERE IS ILLUSION. WE WERE SUBSEQUENTLY 
TOLD THIS WAS SIMPLY REPRINT OF TASS ARTICLE. 

5. REVERSAL OF GOH DEFENSIVE STANCE ON BASKET 3 
PROPOSALS INTO A COUNTERATTACK COULD BE CONNECTED WITH 
RECENT WP POLITICAL CONFERENCES. "NEPSZABADSAG" 

ARTICLE SEEMINGLY DESIGNED TO INDICATE ONCE MORE THAT 
SOCIALIST COUNTRIES DO NOT FEAR "FREER MOVEMENT" DESPITE 
ALLEGED ATTEMPTS OF WEST TO USE ISSUE AS PRETEXT TO 
INTERFERE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF WP MEMBERS. ARGUMENTS 
WOULD ALSO BE USEFUL IN LAYING GROUNDWORK FOR BLAMING 
WESTERN POWERS IF CSCE EITHER BOGGED DOWN OR COLLAPSED
